An what manner the foreign college 
recently established at Pekin will be found 
to ,work,; what are its particular objects’; 
and. what the. nature of its, arrangemynts, 
are details concerning which hardly dny- 
thing is known. . At the present time pablio 
attention is turned towards Pekin, and the. 
for-ign college, in whose-praise'so muelichas 
been said, is inter alia, attracting obsurva- 
tion and eliciting surinises. What’ was the 
particular motive “of ‘the’ Chinese ‘in ‘the 
establishment of’ a “school. for” foreign 
sciences? The -obviotis answer would, of 
course seem to bein order to improve 
their knowledge .of foreizn ‘matters; but.
